“The only hope of Democratic 
success is for us to unite on some 
man the Smith and McAdoo fac- 
tions can agree on,” urris said. 
“I have nothing bet the: kindest 
feelings toward Gov. Smith. He 
has made a plendid Governor, 
Lut Mr. McAdoo made one .of tl! : 
greatest Secretaries of the Treas- 
ury the country hus ever had and 
hic claims on tne: party are just 
aS great as those of Gov. Smith. 

“Iam not supporting any candi- 
dat but I reeently. visited. fifty 
counties in my State and. found 
all sidés that’a large majority of 
the people of Georgia are opposed 
to Gov. Smith’s nomination.” 

Sen. Fletcher of Florida agreed 
with Harris, declaring McAdoo 
“sacrifices himself in order to 
avoid any'‘clash such as that at 
Madison Square Garden,” and that 
Smith “should.do the same thing 
and just wipe off the siate.” 

“If Gov. Smith, whose promi- 
nence is such as to entitle him to 
be a candidate, sho.ld feel im- 
pelled to follow Mr. McAdoo’s ex- 
ample the next Democratic con- 
vention will name the next Presi- 
dent ‘of the United States,” said 
Senator Caraway of Arkansas. 

The McAdoo announcement will 
have little. effect on the Demo- 
cratic presidential situation in the 

inion of Senator Dill of Wash- 
ington, who said today he had not 
considered McAdoo as an active 
candidate for some time. Mc. 
Adoo’s withdrawal, Di. declared. 
would make no difference in the 
opposition to Gov. Smith. This 
oppositi: is based on issues and 
is not centered in McAdoo or any 
other .si: !e candidate. 

McAdoo’s Withdrawal. 

McAdoo’'s announcement that he 
would not run had been awaited 
for a long time by Democratic 
leaders. It came in the form ofa 
letter to aah F. Milton, publish- 
er of the Chattanooga (Tenn.) 
News, in response to a letter from 
Milton urging him to announce his 
candidacy and take the leadership 
of “progressive Democracy.” 

Those who interpreted the Mc- 
Adoo pronouncement as an invita- 
tion to Smith to remove himself 
from the field pointed to the for- 


mer. Treasury Secretary’s§ state- 
ment that’ the 1924 Democratic 
campaign had been “rendered 


abortive by the unfortunate. injec- 
tion, against. my opposition, of the 
false religious issue into the Demo- 
cratic. national convention,” and 
his further declaration that-if there 
was. a repetition of this next year 
“the party would be reduced again 
to impotence. 

“Everything possible should be 
gone to prevent the 1928 conven- 
tion from. degenerating into a 
struggle of individuals. for: person- 
al preferment -at the expense of 
principles’ and policies of funda- 
menta] importance to party char- 
acter and to the weélfare of the 
nation. Principles. and _ policies 
must come first. Personal ambi- 
tions, however legitimate, and ev- 
ery selfish purpose should be sub- 
ordinated to them.” 

Declaring that he probably could 
do more to advance the objects of 
the party as a private citizen than 
as a candidate for the ‘presidency. 
McAdoé said he preferred to stand 
aside in. order that the field might 
be left clear, “so far as T can cleat 
it.”

While not*tmentioning him by 
name, McAdoo made it fairly clear 
in his fronouncement. as he had

The new Lindell boulevard traf- 
fic signals, which confound the 
speeder by forcing him to frequent 


.stops, but allow the 25-mile-an- 


hour driver to run between Grand 
boulevard and , Kingshighway 
boulevard without a stop, were put 
into operation last night. 

The signals are at Grand boule- 
vard, Vandeventer avenue, Sarah 
street, and Newstead and Euclid 
avenues, They are.set so that East-

ANTI-SALOON HEAD 
BRINGS IN WATSON 


Asserts Senator Said He Had 


Seen Supreme Judges in 
His Behalf—Watson De- 
nies the Charge.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 17. 


—Because of published ietters in- 
dicating an alleged attempt to in- 
fluence the Indiana Supreme Court, 
Attorney-General Gilliom today 
filed a motion with the court to 


increase the sentence imposed in 
the contempt cases of Dr. E. 8. 
Shumaker, superintendent of the 


‘Indiana Anti-Saloon League, and 


two league atorneys. 

The Attorney-General moved to 
modify the judgment made against 
Dr. Shumaker, which carried a 
sentence of 60 days on the State 


‘Penal Farm and a fine of $250, 


and asked the court to increase 
the sentence imposed on Shu- 
maker on the ground that the sen- 
tence “now appears inadequate, 
because of corrupt demands by 
him, the said Shumaker, to cor- 
ruptly influence a decision favor- 
able to him in this cause.” 


Letters Made Public. 

Letters published today link the 
namés of Senators James E. Wat- 
son and Arthur R. Robinson, and 
Shumaker in an-alleged atterapt 
to influence the court. 

“In support of this motion,” ssid 
Attorney-General Gilliom, “the 
State offers testimony of Clyde A. 
Walb, Republican State chairman; 
James E. Watson, Henry Lane 
Wilson, Boyd Gurley,,editor of the 
Indianapolis Times; Arthur Ropin- 
son and others.” 

Shumaker recently was sen- 
tenced for contempt of court for 
statements carried in the League’s 
annual report for 1925. Sentence 
of Jesse E. Martin, attorney for 
the league, will be passed Oct. 5 
and both men are out on bond un- 
til that date when appeals prob- 
ably will be filed. Ethan A. Miles, 
the other league attorney cited for 
contempt, was acquitted. 


Shumaker’s Statement, 

Shumaker in a statement last 
night said that on Aug, 5, 1926; he 
called at the home of Senator 
Robinson in Indianapolis to protest 
against delay of the decision in his 
contempt case. Shumaker related 
that Robinson called Senator Wat- 
son on the telephone at the sum- 
mer home of Henry L. Wilson, at 
Culver, Ind. After some conversa’ 
tion between the two Senators, 
Shumaker says he was called to 
the telephone and Senator Watson 
spoke as follows: “Doctor,I have 
done something in this case en- 
tirely different to anything I have 
done before. I have talked to three 
of the Judges and they are the 
three who are not supposed to be 
friendly to you. They have assured 
me that you will never be sent to 
jail and there will be nothing done 
in your case until after the elec- 
tion.” 

Shumaker says he asked Senator 
Watson what could be done at that 
time, and that the Senator replied 
that the court would fine Shu- 
maker, but would not deprive him 
of his liberty. Shumaker, in order 
to obtain from Watson a statement 
in writing, wrote the Senator the 
next day reminding of the conver- 
sation. 

Senator Watson’s Reply. 

In reply Watson said that Shu- 
maker had misunderstood him. 
Watson said he told Shumaker by 
phone that since the Supreme 
Court was on vacation it was rea- 
sonable to infer that the caso 
would not be decided until after the 
election. 

“Furthermore.” Senator Watson 
sald, “T did not intend to sav to 
you that the court had decided 
to not send you to fafl but to 
fine you and reprimand you. T 
have no authority for making a 
statement of that kind. When 
Arthur Robnson came to meet 
Washington ... . he said he was 
exceedingly anxious for me to work 
in my own way consistently with 
my views in regard to the courts 
to keep you from going to fail. I 
wrote a number of letters throuch 
Indiana that I hoped might be 
helpful in bringing about such a 
conclusion, T was not in a position 
to elther write to any judge of the 
Supreme Court or to discuss the 
matter with him over the tele- 
phone.”

Ue had 
a number of falls, but always ¢s- 
caped serious injury until during 
his mail service, in 1925, he fell 
with his plane in the Susquehanna 
river at Bloomsburg, Pa., and re- 
ceived a fractured skull. 

Chandler was one of the first 
of the United States Air Mail 
pilots and was said to have held 
the record for the number of fly- 
ing hours in the service. 

Shortly before the flight of Old 
Glory. Chandler carried Bertaud 
from New York to Boston in his 
plane...

St. Louis never knew Mr. Loew very well or so very much of him. 
He had been out here but once since the opening of his Washington 
avenue theater some three years ago but there are plenty of stories 
told of him and his success in which St. Louis played a part. No one 
ever got very far in interviewing Loew on how he.traveled from the 
squalid poverty of Avenue B and Fifth street of 60 years ago to 
Pembroke, his $6,000,000 Long Island estate, a fortune estimated at 
more than $35,000,000 and contro} of 300 theaters, : 

To the stock question “‘To what do you owe your success?” the 
smiling, modest little man who built the largest theatrical enterprise 
in the world always made the same answer: 

“Luck.” : 

Once he went further than that. He was addressing the students 
at Harvard: He may have beenrthinking of his own boyhood. At 
the age of six he was a newsboy. He left school at nipe to work in 
a map-coloring shop at 35 cénts a day; at 16 he was head of a de- 
partment in a fur factory and at the age of 23 he had failed in the 
fur business, owing $1800. Confronting the audience of college stud- 
ents, most of whom had yet to earn their first thousand dollars by 
their own efforts, he said with disarming naivete: 

“If I had had the advantages of a college education I world not 
be here addressing you today.” 

That brought down the house, but Marcus Loew, who died st the 
age of 57, undoubtedly spoke the exact truth.

more mature than many boys are 
today at the age of 21. His eyes 
were clear, sharp, intent and 
straightforward. He had quie: 
confidence in himself. Evidently 
here was a young man with steam 
up for a stiff climb. He had al- 
ready come a long way. The East 
Sde of those days was a hard 
school. He had sold his share of 
papers, peddied lemons from a cart 
to stores and saloons, founded anid 
sold his own New York weekly 
paper, the East Side Advertiser, of 
which he had been editor, chief 
writer, subscription and advertis- 
ing manager, and he knew how 
furs were made up and sold. 

Two years later he started his 
own business with severa) hundred 
dollars he had saved. A year later 
he faileu, owing $1800. Bank- 
ruptcy proceedings absolved him 
from payment, but he got a job as 
Salesman, earned $100 a week and 
paid his creditors. At 23 he started 
in business again. ‘In 1895 only 
eight fur firms survived a general 
collapse. Loew’s was cne. He 
came through with a balance of $7 
and saved the firm by developing 
velveteen cloaks and skirts to carry 
the business through the six slack 
months of the fur trade. The 
cloaks and skirts gave him enough 
money to invest with David War- 
field and Adolph Zukor in what he 
thought a less hazardous field, the 
penny arcade. 


Y 1904 Loew’s failures were all 
behind him. In that year he 
and Warfield withdrew from 
partnership with Zukor, formed a 
$100,000 partnership and opened 
peep-shows in New York and Cin- 
cinnati. When the crude one-reel 
movies threatened the arcades, 
Loew embraced the menace, car- 
ried it to the second floor of the 
Cincinnati arcade and it has been 
making millions for him cver since. 
Here is where Loew's greatest 
admirers admit he played in luck. 
The movies, in the beginning, were 
such wild-cat affairs that only 
shoe-string business men would in- 
vest in them. If Loew had had a 
sizable fortune, or if he had seen 
any other opportunity, he would 
have stayed out of moving pic- 
tures. As it was, he bet his 
money, his business genius and his 
life on them, and won. In the early 
days he tried to get his friends 
to come along with him. Again he 
played in luck. Had the movies 
had a better reputation, Loew's 
friends would have joined him in 
his business at the start and he 
would have had to make a bigger 
split of his profits. You can call 
it luck or foresight. 

As the movies grew Loew rode 
the orest of their popularity. He 
rented vacant stores, converting 
them into small theaters, seating 
from 100 to 300 persons, but he ob- 
served that pictures alone could 
not hold the audiences. He added 
vaudeville acts. Then he plunged 
On another novel idea, that movies 
need not be shown in small, stuffy 
cheese box affairs. He boug't a 
deserted Brooklyn burlesque house. 
the Cosy Corner, renovated it and 
renamed it the Royal. The first 
year of pictures and vaudeville at 
10-cent admissions gave him a 
profit of $60,000. His idea was 
correct. The modern chain Loew 
theater began in 1908 with his

All three ‘were 
pioneers in their respective fields; 
all three had a gentus for orgun.- 
ization; all three saw the neces- 
sity of a vertical progression of 
their product from raw materia} 
to the consumer. 


N 1920 Loew felt the pinch of 
the producers of motion pic- 
tures. He was finding difficulty 

im getting pictures for his theaters. 

He bought the Metro Pictures Cor- 

poration, which soon tock on new 

life, turning out “The Four Horse.

Metro was merged with Goldwyn 


and later with Louis B. Mayer's | 


unit. Mark up “The Big Parade” 
to the credit of this group. 

It is generally agreed that the 
secret of Loew's success was, first, 
his honesty; second, his unequaled 
sense of the value of real estate 
for theatrical purposes, and, third, 
“the Loew policy.” 

Loew's honesty was a shock to 
shrewd persons who from time to 
time showed him how he could 
make millions by sharp dealing. 
To the last, Loew stuck stubbornly 
to the idea that he was in the 
theatrica! business. He refused to 
play the market with his stocks 
and his millions. He might easily 
have raised his fortune to four 
times its size by manipulating his 
holdings on the market. Invaria- 
bly he explained that his stock- 
holders had faith in him. His 
friend, Sime Silverman, in a tear- 
ful eulogy appearing last week in 
Variety, said that Marcus Loew 
died early, because he couldn’t stop 
working for his stockholders. 
Although Loew had watched the 
growth of the moving picture and 
vaudeville theaters in the United 
States from their birth, and knew 
the “seat capacity” of all the larger 
cities like the palm of his hand, he 
went about the actual purchase of 
a theater or a site with painstak- 
ing care. Men were posted to clock 
the number of persons passing the 
property on two, three or four 
sides. Their reports were consid- 
ered together with what he already 
knew about the competing  thea- 
ters. Loew knew what-the prop- 
erty was worth, what sort of thea- 
ter was needed and what it would 
gross when it opened, and people 
became acquainted with “Loew pol- 
icy” shows. 

Knowing all this he kept his 
finger on the pulse. When “The 
Four Horsemen” opened he was in 
the box office and lobby for 
months. When “The Big Parade” 
opened in New York he spent the 
first two weeks at the Astor. He 
could estimate the value of a show 
by listening in on the calls for 
tickets, getting the proportion of 
balcony to orchestra tickets sold. 

The Loew policy in action is like 
the maneuvers of a crack army di- 
vision: infantry, cavalry. artillery. 
tanks, airplanes, quartermaster and 
intelligence corps all functioning 
for one objective. The supply of 
movies is assured and st- dardized. 
The vaudeville acts are routed uni- 
formly, the strength of each is 
known and the proper balance of a 
bill is fixed. Each routine bill is 
a picture and six acts, no two 
alike. The public knows what it 
will get for its money week after 
week. Thus the Loew line is held. 


BOUT three yea:s ago, just 
A svout, the time of the opening 
of his St. Louis theater, when 
his heart began to rebel against the 
strain put upon it by the brain, 
Loew was talked to long and seri- 
ously by Nicholas M. Schenck, vice 
president of the Metro-Goldvryn- 
Mayer and Loew’s, Inc., and by the 
twin sons, Arthur and David. Mar- 
cus Loew listened intently and ad- 
mitted that there was wisdom in 
their words. They thought they had 
him “sold.” The next day he ap- 
peared at his desk earlier than 
usual! More lecturing ensued. He 
finally surrendered, but even then 
he would not give up his “preroga- 
tive,” a daily trip to Manhattan 
on his yacht Caroline, named aft- 
er his wife, for a few minutes at 
his office before luncheon hour at 
the Astor. When he thought “Nick” 
and his sons were off guard he 
would sneak in early and work un- 
til discovered on his periodical “‘ad- 
justment,” which was just a des- 
perate excuse to meet and talk 
with business friends and office 
workers whom hé took great pride 
in counseling and helping in other 
ways. 
His intimate friends say he never 
forgot his early poverty. He fre- 
quently told how he and other boys 
in the map factory once struck for 
forty cents a day instead of thirty- 
five. He never believed in dis- 
charging his help. He clung to the 
theory that every man is good if 
he knows exactly what his job is 
to be. He often upbraided his de- 
partment heads for discharging em- 
ployes without his knowledge. He 
always wanted to talk to them first. 
“We can be wrong, too,” he 
would say, gently. 


EFERENCE was made in these

ST. LOUIS IS SUMMER 
CAPITAL OF MUSIC 

Continued from Preceding Page. 
hundreds who depicted characters 
in the history.of the municipality 
was drawn exclusively from its 
citizens. 

The titanic beauty of this pro- 
duction cut a deep impression in 
the consciousness of the day, and 
it was resolved that the impetus 580 
created should not be suffered to 
perish. Two characteristics were 
so outstanding that they have be- 
come pivotal features of succeed- 
ing productions. The Pageant and 
Masque was . community under- 
taking, presented in the open air. 

It was recognizea that Art Hill 
was too spacious for daily use, and 
Miss Margaret Anglin Was sum- 
moned to choose a site less over- 


driving about, and at last chose a 
hillside slanting down to the River 
des Peres, a small stream which 
meanders through Forest Park. On 
this spot is located the present Mu- 
nicipal Theater. 

N the summer of 1915, Miss An- 
J un christened the site with an 

all-star production of Shak- 
speare’s sylvan comedy, “As You 
Like It.” It was one of the most 
exquisite performances ever given 
at the theater, but it was presented 
under circumstances of utmost 
crudity. The performers footed it 
upon the bare turf. The seats for 
the audience consisted of benches 
dragged in from al! corners of the 
rark. The lighting plant was so 
elementary that rheostat dimmers 
were improvised from barrels of 
salted rainwater. 

The Hillside lay idle for a year, 
then it chanced, in the summer of 
1917, that a convention of the Ad- 
vertising Clubs of the World met 
in St. Louis. To entertain the dele- 
gates, Guy Golterman—previously 
active in promoting visits of the 
Metropolitan and Chicago Opera 
Com panies—was invited to arrange 
an operatic production at the open- 
air ‘theater. The result was a 
sumptuous week of “Aida” during 
June, with professionals as stars, 
but with the community feature 
developed by means of a student 
chorus and ballet, recruited in the 
vocal and dancing ateliers of the 
city. This was followed a month 
later with a double bill of “I Pagli- 
acci” and a program of ballet di- 
vertissements. 

These productions marked the 
beginning of the Municipal Theater 
as a practicable playhouse and in- 
augurated its career as a musical 
rather than a dramatic arena. The 
hillside was terraced with concrete, 
a floor of boards was built over 
the turf, a stone orchesta pit was 
installed, fences were erected and 
the nucleus of an adequate lighting 
plant was acquired. For these rea- 
sons Mr. Golterman is sometimes 
entitled the founder of the Muni- 
cipal Theater. 


N 1919 was formed the Municipal 
[ treater Association of St. Louis, 

which from that date—except for 
brief seasons of grand opera given 
by Mr. Golterman in 1924, 1925 and 
1926—has controlled the destinies 
of the playhouse, In this organiza- 
tion at last converged several 
streams of tradition—the light. op- 
era policy of Delmar and Suburban 
Gardens, with their trait of pre- 
senting all works in the English 
language, together with the student 
chorus and ballet feature of the 
Pageant and Masque. 

Contrary.to an impression which 
may be general, the St. Louis Mu- 
nicipal Opera, as it is popularly 
known, is not conducted by the 
City of St. Louis. The Municipal] 
Theater Association is a private or- 
ganization of business men, who 
give their. services free to the di- 
rection of the enterprise and guar- 
antee its operations against loss. 
In only one year have they been 
called upon to defray a deficit. 
The opening season, in 1914, en- 
countered a loss of $11.634, which 
was refunded out of the profits of 
1922. In that year was registered 
the association's most triumphant 
gain—a profit of $41,873. 

The city: grants to the assocta- 
tion the use of the theater without 
payment of trent, permits it to 
charge admission fees and let con- 
cessions, and exacts in return that 
all profits shall be invested in up- 
building the plant. Thus have 
arisen its pergolas, lighting towers 
on either side of the stage, scenic 
and rehearsal studios and numer- 
ous Other improvements.” 

The Mayor of St. Louis is usual- 
ly honorary president of the as- 
sociation, and a convention has 
sprung up that the chairmanship 
of the all-powerful steering body, 
the Executive Productions Commit- 
tee, is the property of the Parl. 
Commissioner or else the Director 
of Public Welfare. 

The association entered the gran:! 
opera field in 1925 with “Cavalleria 
Rusticana” and “Martha,” which 
were followed by “I] Trovatore” in 
1926 and “Tales of Hoffman” in 
1927. All were presented in En- 
gliish. But its characteristic field 
has been light opera, and in its

Will Develop Game. 

On returning kickoffs there wiil 
be an excellent opportunity to 
make use“of the lateral or back- 
ward pass because on this play the 
ball is usually secured by the re- 
ceiving side sometime before the 
kicking side can get down the fie!d 
and the player catching the kick- 
off has time to advance the ball a 
considerable distance before the 
opponents are upon him. This 
will give plenty of opportunity ‘or 
ihis teammates .to maneuver into 
position and some clever plays to 
be developed involving the latera! 
pass especially criscross plavs, 
simple necessitating a backward 
pass handed to another player. We 
have seen such plays worked for 
very long gains heretofore but 
they are rather seldom etteraopted 
because of the, danger cof losing 
the ball by a fumble.’ Now that 
this danger is removed there will 
surely be rather frequent use 
made of the crisscross play on the 
return of the kickoff. 

On the whole it would seem that 
the next rule effecting lateral and 
backward passing is foing 1o en- 
courage some interesting cxperi- 
menting by the coaches* and is 
bound to result in further onening 
up the game and making it more 
spectacular.

Fifth Tour of Stricken 
Area Reports 47,000 Still 
Destitute, but That Relief 
Work Is So Efficient That 
None Will Lack Food, Shel- 
ter and Clothing Before 
Jan. 1, by Which Time Con- 
gress Will Be in Session.

O BRING the Mississippi Valley flood re- 

T eon to the point of making next year’s 
crop is the aim of Herbert Hoover, Sec- 
retary of Commerce and director-general of 
flood refief activities. At the conclusion of 
his fifth tour through the stricken area, Sec- 


retary Hoover last. week asserted he could : 


“see daylight.” 

A good crop next year, Secretary Hoover 
says, will take the flooded region through 
the worst of its difficulties. A poor crop will 
‘Irean a continuing problem—‘“but not so 
much of a problem.” the Secretary adds, “‘as 
we have already had.” 

In the five months since the April crest 
began sweeping through Missouri and Ar- 
kansas levees, Hoover and the agencies di- 
rected by him have had first, to take people 
from floofed farms, plantations and towns 
into camps‘and support them there; next, to 
get them, back home and help them in res- 
toration work; more recently, to provide 
them with food in some cases and with feed 
and seed in many more cases; and most late- 
ly to ward off the threatened calamity of 
mortgaged foreclosures. } 

A sixth tour of the region is planned for 
mid-November by Secretary Hoover who has 
spent more than half of the long Southern 
summer in administering relief and rehabili- 
tetion from railroad trains and hotel rooms. 

On his special train northbound from 
Charleston, Mo., after completing ‘his latest 
round, Secretary Hoover told of the way the 
job has grown, and of his hope that another 
season may bring the need to an end. 


Hoover’s Plan Contemplates 


No New Overflow. 

One essential work which dces not come 
under Hoover’s direction .s the restoring of 
levees to the point where they were before 
the flood, and where they had withstood 
the high water of years before the phenom- 
enal crest of 1927. 

Levee building and levee repairing are the 
work of the War Department, and Secretary 
Hoover did not discuss these problems in de- 
tail, but said hé*had been pleased to hear 
that the Secretary of War had found a way 
to go ahead in advance of congressional! ap- 
propriation, although ‘the Comptroller-Gen- 
eral blocked the first plan for use of the un- 
expended rivers and harbors fund. 

It is essential to the working out of the 
Hoover plans that there be no new overflow. 
The secord flood of last June, in a part of 


the April flood region, did greater economic : 


damage and impaired the morale of its vic- 


tims more than the first flood, Hoover says. - 


“All the flood sufferers are out of the 
camps now,’ Secretary Hoover said, in re- 
viewing the five months’ work. “There were 
700,000 of the sufferers, and 626,000 of these 
were in the camps. Contrary to a widespread 
impression, there were more white than Ne- 
groes among the people affected. In the up- 
per stages of the flood, many Negroes were 
rendered homeless, but when it reached

—the problems of individual and community 
credit. He had these problems particularly 
in mind when he spoke of seeing “daylight.”

In the matter of individual credit, the 
thing needful has been to get the mortgage 
holdets to listen to reason. An important in- 
cident of the tour was the gathering at 
Greenville, Miss., hard-hit center of the 
“delta,” of representatives of banking, mort- 
gage loan and life insurance companies.

Immediate Fiscal Problems 


Community finance is another problem, 
and it gets into the province of the State 
Governments, a province where this particu- 
lar Federal official is chary of interfering. 
But-when the Louisiana Legislature at Baton 
Rouge unanimously invited Hoover to ad- 
dress it a few days ago, he did so and ex- 
pressed approval of the Legislature’s action 
in agsuming the obligations of parishes 
(counties) in the flood area, whéch ¢ind it 
impossible to collect taxés. 

“The Louisiana legislation takes care ot 
the whole situation as to local indebtedness,” 
he said. “The State assumes the normal 
budgets of the parishes, raising the neces- 
sary money by a bond issue, and the parishes 
have 10 years in which to repay the State, 
at 6 per cent interest. Louisiana lost a larger 
proportion of the State’s crops, and hence 
has a larger area where taxes are uncollect- 
ible than any other state.” 

“The people are not asking for charity, but 
they are asking for time,” was Secretary 
Hoover’s conclusion as to the problems of 
individual and community finance in the 
flood area. 

In the states other than Louisiana, Secre- 
tary Hoover has been informed, there will 
be time for the Legislatures to take relief 
action, if they choose, before taxes again fall 
due. In Arkansas, he was told, a regular ses- 
sion of the Legislature will come before an- 
other tax colllection period. 


Suggestion That Congress 

Aid Missouri Sufferers. 

A problem .of bond obligations in three 
Southeast Missouri counties, Mississippi, New 
Madrid and Scott, was presented to Secretary 
Hoover at Charleston. Levee and drainage 
bonds, on which interest, and in a few cases 
principal, will be due next year, cannot be 
met, it was stated, and if there is default, 
future bond sales will reflect the loss of buy- 
ers’ confidence. Some of the Southeast Mis- 
souri people are asking that Congress appro- 
priate money to meet their next year’s in- 
terest, and make a long-term loan for the 
payment of principal maturities. 

Secretary Hoover did not comment on this, 
or on other suggestions which involved pos- 
sible action by_Congress. 

The Hoover hearings inthe latest tour were 
strictly fact-finding affairs. No oratory was 
desired, and no political suggestions were 
countenanced. The Charleston hearing, held 
on a sweltering day in the Mississippi County 
Courthouse, was across a long table and was 
in tones several degrees lower than the stock 
conversation of the small town store counter 
or hotel lobby.

“We don’t want to overdo, and produce 
pauperism,” Hoover said at one point, “but 
we don’t want any suffering.

There was no leak because the 
announcements of the Crop Re- 
porting Board are the most care- 
fully guarded secrets of the Fed- 
eral Government. The precau- 
tions taken by the Supreme Court, 
the Treasury, the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission and the Federal 
Trade Commission are mere rou- 


set around the findings of this 
agriculture and market service. 
Furthermore, the law provides a 
penalty up to $10,000 fine and 10 
years’ imprisonment for anyone 
who should give out Government 
crop information in advance of of- 
ficial release, or for anyone who 
should speculate either directly or 
indirectly on the information he 
had obtained through his official 
connection with the crop report- 
ing service. 


How Estimates Are Made. 

Although the findings are a 
dark secret until release, the crop 
reporting board does not conceal 
the methods which it follows in 
reaching its conclusions. For this 
reason comprehensive private 
services have been established 
and they have their effects on the 
market. The Government report, 
however, is official, and when it 
is released it eclipses the other 
agencies. It ig the most compre- 
hensive of all the services and its 
findings are considered the most 
accurate. ; 

Cotton is not the only staple 


Estimates are made of the yearly 
cereal crops, some of the vege- 
table crops and the yearly live- 
stock production. The procedure 
in estimating all the crops and 
releasing the information is gen- 
erally the same. 

About 200,000 volunteer agents 
help the department in; making 
its estimates. These men supply 
sample information about typical 
farm lands, representing approxi- 
mately 2 per cent of all the cultt- 
vated land in the country. Rely- 
ing upon this information, the re- 
porting board merely multiplies 
the planted area by the estimated 
yleld per acre. The elements con- 
sidered in the yield per acre are 
effects of Weather, soil cultiva- 
tion, plant diseases and insect 
pests. Part of the primary infor- 
mation is sent to state capitals 
and state universities, and for- 
warded with expert comment to 
W shington, while other data 
from Federal agents are sent by 
special delivery mail to Washing- 
ton, where they are taken from 
the city postoffice to the. depart- 
ment by special messengers. 


Precautions Insure Secrecy. 

The unopened envelopes are 
pleced in a special locked box in 
the office of the Secretary of Ag- 
riculture. On the morning of re- 
port day, all the estimates are 
turned over unopened «and unas-

W. G McAdoo’s letter to a Tennessee publisher an- 
nouneing he will not be a candidate for the presi- 
dency in 1928 might possibly be called a work of su- 
pererogation.

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A NEW PROHIBITION POLICY.

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TROUBLES OF THE S. S. THORPE. 


Returning from its pioneering trip to the Upper 
Mississippi, the towboat S. S. Thorpe reports that it 
encountered the two difficulties which this paper 
prophesied it would. 

One of these was an almost uncharted channel, re- 
sulting from the recent floods. This is because the 
marking of the channel is not so well conducted on 
the river above St. Louis as it is on the stretch be- 
tween this city and Cairo. Experience on the lower 
river has dictated a policy under which each light 
man is placed upon his own responsibility, and is 
obliged to see that the channel is always marked ac- 
curately. There is no red tape, no waiting for orders 
from distant headquarters, and none of the other 
vices which usually accompany government activity. 
But those who chart and mark the channel on the 
upper river have not yet learned this valuable lesson. 
When they do the trouble encountered by the S. S. 
Thorpe will be no more. 

The other difficulty was the low water in great 
stretches of the river. The water which once came 
down from the upper tributaries of the Mississippi is 
evidently going somewhere else. There are months 
now when no water flows over the noted falls of St. 
Anthony, at Minneapolis—a condition unheard of 
in the old days of heavy traffic on the upper river. 
The problem here is one for engineers, but obviously

T WAS the voice of authority speaking

What was of great consequence, 
however, was the part Wheeler 
played in drafting the Volstead 
act. It was only after persistent 
digging that I overcame his mod- 
ésty and got him to tell me of it. 

By firing one question after an- 
other, I learned that the law as it 
stands today was drafted virtually 
in its entirety by Wayne B. Whee!l- 
er. Before starting the task of 
making he draft, Wheeler studied 
every State prohibition law on:’the 
books, He studied, also many of 
the prohibition laws which pre- 
viously had been drafted by cities 
and counties. 

From this considerable accumu- 
lation, he selected first the pas- 
sages which were common to most 
of the laws. These he embodied in 
his draft. He then selected what 
appeared to be the most effective 
passages of other laws. From the 
whole he built up, clause by clause, 
the text of what afterwards be- 
came the Volstead act. 

This draft, although prepared by 
Wheeler, ran the gamut of many 
deliberations and committee meet- 
ing and finally was whipped into 
shape. Wheeler did the whipping. 
He also virtually made the selec- 
tion of Volstead as the man to 
introduce it. Volstead was then 
chairman of the Judiciary Commit- 
tee in the House. 

Volstead intorduced the bill and 
Wheeler pulled all the wires at his 
command—and they were many— 
to have it passed. As everyone 
knows, it was passed by both 
Houses by a large majority. 

When Wheeler applied pressure 
to Congress, as he did fairly often 
during the years immediately pre- 
ceding the passage of the Volstead 
act, he did it in a way that has

President's Message. 

Several other branches of the 
Government have information that 
market speculators seek to get in 
advance of the public. To obtain 
the President's message long be- 
fore it was delivered was Once con- 
sidered a coup. Now it is given 
out far in advance and since the 
war has not had a marked effect 
on the markets. 

The Treasury Department has 
two bits of information the specu- 
lators are seeking. The first is the 
dates for raising or lowering of the 
Federal Reserve Board’s discount 
rate, the second is the weekly an- 
nouncement of brokers’ loans. The 
first is kept a strict secret, al- 
ru- 
mors. The brokers’ loan figures, 
which show the amount of borrow- 
ing for stock market purposes, had 
a marked influence on the market 
when they were released by the 
Federal Reserve Board each Mon- 
day, four days after they were re- 
ceived. The Board changed its pol- 
icy of holding these figures when 
it noticed this effect and realized 
the possibilities of a leak. Now 
these ficures are released upon re- 
ceipt. 

I. C. C. Not So Cautious. 

The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission and the Federal Trade 
Commission take comparatively 
few precautions to guard against 
leaks, in fact, the Federal Trade 
Commission has made available 
important decisions several days 
before they were allowed to be 
made public. Railroad attorneys 
and other persons who watch the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
have either developed an uncanny 
faculty of predicting what the In- 
terstate Commerce will decide or 
clse they have some means of as- 
certaining what is going on behind 
the closed doors. The rumors 
concerning pending decisions of 
the Commerce Commission have a 
peculiar habit of proving true. 
About the only recent decisions of 
the Commercé Commissiog' that 
kept the market worried were the: 
Stands taken on the Van Sweringen 
and the Loree merger proposals. 
So far as the writer knows, no one 
pretended to have the inside on 
what the commission intended to 
do on these issues. On the other 
hand, rumors of what the commis- 
sion would do in the St. Louis & 
O’Falion Railway valuation case 
floated about Washington for a 
week before the decision was made 


public. That decision had virtual- 
ly no effect on the ymarket. The 
explanation given here was that 
the operators had known it was 


coming. 

Newspaper men could take ad- 
vantage of the confidential infor- 
mation they receive if they were 
not bound by an unwritten code 
of ethics. It seems at times that 
some of the Government agencies 
are attempting to test the Integrity 
of those whom they trust with 
their confidences. 

A striking example of this was | 
occasioned two years ago by the | 
order of the Federal Trade Com- | 
mission to the International Shoe | 
Co, of St. Louis to divest itself of | 
the capital stock of the W. H. Mce- 
Elwain Co., a former competitor of 
Bostop. A dissenting opinion de- 
clared that “to issue this order 
will in all probability "cause inno. 
cent stockholders to lose millions 
of dollars,” a spect indication that 
the International stock would ro 
down when the order was made 
public. The announcement of the 
order was in hewspaper office | 
three days before it could be pub- 
lished. When the news story about 
the order was published, Interna- 
tional Bhoe dropped eight points 
on the St. Louis market.

Jobs May Be Shown. 


What the Paris Salon de la Au- 
tomobile will disclose this year in 


the way of novelties is stil! un- 
known, but there are almost cer- 
tain to be radical departures in 
design, says the Paris correspond- 
ent of the Detroit News. 

“Superchargers, for one thing,” 
Says the correspondent, “are at- 
tracting considerable attention, and 
it is reported that at least seven 
European sport model cars now 
furnish them as standard or op- 
tional equipment. Buggatti on his 
standard racing models supplies 
them, and will deliver roadsters 
guaranteed to reach 120 m. p. h. 
There is considerable speculation 
as to whether superchargers are 
to be taken up by builders of 
standard passenger cars, 

“Engineers are also busy trying 
to improve the delivery of power 
from the cylinder to the rear driv- 
ing wheels. The Constantinesco 
gearless car, brought out at last 
year’s salon, will not be the only 
car of its type shown this year, but 
it is reported, will be accompanied.

Vocational School at Central 
High Offers Intensive Train- 
ing at Early Age. 


One of the features of the Board 
of Education's new Vocational 
School, now in operation at Cen- 
tral High School, is the Art De- 
partment, where students of high 
school age may begin their art edu- 
cation more intensively than has 
hitherto been possible. 

The Vocational School was 
started in February with branches 
at Yeatman, Roosevelt and Frank- 
lin schools, but this term all the 
work is being concentrated at Cen- 
tral. It is the purpose of Super- 
intendent of Instruction Maddox 
and the board to provide a school 
where students may concentrate 
entirely on the one subject in which 
they wish to perfect themselves 
without having te carry extraneous 
studies. 

Students in the art department 
of the Vocational School may at- 
tend a half day or a full day or 
the evening sessions the first four 
evenings of each week, or they may 
elect to study both days and eve- 
nings. Their work is entirely con- 
fined to art subjects, the objective 
being to give them fir-n ground- 
work in drawing. Later, by carry- 
ing advanced courses, they may de- 
velop into advertising illustrators, 
magazine or newspaper artists or 
become painters. The art schoo!) 
is under the direction of Miss Jes- 
sie Geyre. 

Other divisions of the vocational 
school, which are open to adults 
also, prepare students for shop or 
business jobs, giving them only 
those studies which are applicable 
directly to the work they wtsh to 
do.

LABOR RESOLUTION 
OPPOSES PACIFISM 


Workers for Peace Are Enemies 
of Wage Earners, Con- 
vention Says. 


A resolution decrying pacifism 
in America. was adopted unani- 
mously at yesterday's session of the 
Illinois Federation of Labor con- 
vention, in East St. Louis, after 
the resolution had been approved 
in speeches by John H. Walker and 
Victor Olander, president and sec- 
retary, respectively, of the organ- 
ization. 

The resolution protested vigor- 
ously against these enemies of or- 
ganized wage earners of Amer- 
ca,” as pacifists were styled., 

“The right of national defense 
is in essence the same as the right 
to strike for the maintenance of 
decent living standards,” the reso- 
lution stated, “and the unholy al- 
liance of internationa! bankers is 
intent on the creation of vast in- 
ternational industrial combinations, 
employing cheap labor, with the 
self-acclaimed idealists who, under 
various disguises, propose the sub- 
mergence of America into an in- 
ternational capitalistic combine. 

Says Pacifism Harms Labor. 

“The so-called peace movements 
are inimical to the welfare of the 
American wage earners and lead 
to the destruction of nationality 
and leveling of the living stand- 
ards of the American people to 
the plane of international coolie- 
ism and peasantry. 

“The doctrines of these peace 
movements would make it possible 
for the vital interests of American 
wage earners and their social and 
cultural status and the standards of 
living to be subjected to the judg- 
ment of other people. 

“Great endowment funds left by 
notorious oppressors and exploit- 
ers of American labor are devoted 
to the propagation of doctrines 
which undermine the national in- 
tegrity of Americans and threaten 
the prospect and hope of our peo- 
ple for continued betterment of 
educational and 


wage earners of the nation.” 
Two Oppose Resolution. 

Beulah Berozheimer and James 
A. Meade, school teacher delegates 
from Chicago, pleaded against the 
resolution, ‘“‘in the name of the 
children who would suffer if the 
spirit of militarism possesses the 
labor movement of the country.” 
They said that, inasmuch as the 
Federation had been unable to in- 
dorse a definite peace program. 
it was unjust that the organization 
should go on record for militarism 
which, they said, had been the 
enemy of working classes of all 
ages, 

No votes were cast against the 
resolution when it was adopted.

A Native Missourian, He For- 
merly Was Chief of Naval 
Operations.

UTICA, N. Y.. Sept. 17. — Rear 


Admiral Benjamin Franklin 
Hutchison, 59 years old, died today 
after an illness of several months. 
He had been living at his summer 
home here since June, when, at 
his own request, he Sas relieved 
as commandant of the navy yard 
at Washington. He formerly was 
assistant chief of navai operations. 
Rear Admiral Hutchison was 
born at Boonville, Mo., Feb. 12, 
1868. He was graduated from the 
Naval Academy in 1889. Two years 
later he was made an ensign. after 
having served as private secretary 
to Rear Admiral Robley D. Evans. 
He became a lieutenant comman- 
der in 1896, commander in- 1910 
and captain in 1915. Four years 
ago he was made Rear Admiral. 
During the famous round-the- 
world cruise of the United States 


fleet in Roosevelt’s second ad- 
ministration, he commanded the 
battleship Wisconsin and at the 


time of the Panama Exposition was 
in charge of the U. S. S. Birming- 
ham. which took a speciat.commis- 
sion to South America. 

Admiral Hutchison: commanded 
the battleships Kansas and Missis- 
sippi during the World War. After 
the signing «: the Armistice he 
served as administrator of floating 
equipment in New York harbor and 
later became chief of staff of the 
Pacific fleet. 

He is survived by his widow, 
Helen Seymotr Weaver. a native of 
this city.

Mrs. Marian

TOPEKA, Kansas. 
™ HE unkind destiny 
that has pursued 
“the incubator 
baby’’ almost from 
the moment of 
birth has again 
} cheated her of hap- 
piness. This time 
{t is an action for 
divorce to termi- 
nate a marriage of less than two years 
that brings the name of Mrs. Dewey 
Brown, who as Marian Bleakley was 
the center of a legal battle waged in 
three states, into the headlines again. 

Fought over in the courts, kidnaped 
on several occasions, Marian Bleakley’s 
life contained but few periods of calm 
and happiness. When, in 1925, she 
married Dewey Brown, a young cloth- 
ing merchant of Holton, Kansas, all 
her friénds were very pleased. They 
saw the conventional fadeout and the 
customary caption, ‘‘And they lived 
happily ever after.” 

But Mrs. Brown has returned from 
her home at Holton to live with her 
mother, Mrs. Charlotte Bleakley, in 
Topeka. She brought her six-weeks- 
old daughter with her. Mrs. Brown 
has filed suit for divorce against her 
young husband, alleging extreme cru- 
elty. 


ARIAN BLEAKLEY'’S remark- 
AY history had its inception 

when she was born in the early 
part of 1904 in a St. Louis hospital. 
Her mother and father had quarreled 
at their home in Lawrence, Kansas, 
several weeks previously, and had 
parted. 

At the same time a baby daughter 
was born to Edith Stanley, a lIittle- 
known actress. One of the babies died. 
The other was not expected to live. 
Mrs. Bleakley was told it was her child 
which was dead. 

The actress-mother disappeared, and 
was never heard from again. The 
child, which was supposedly hers, had 
slight chance .to live. An incubator 
concern, which wanted to advertise its 
products in a novel way at the World's 
Fair, then in progress in St. Louis, 
asked and obtained permission from 
the hospital authorities to place the 
baby in one of its incubators, then on 
exhibit at the Fair, and in this way at- 
tempt to save its life. 

The baby was placed in the incu- 
bator. Curious thousands watched it 
in its battle to gain health. The en- 
tire nation was interested in the ex- 
periment. 

After several weeks the battle was 
won. The child lived, through the 
benefit gained from its foster mother. 
the incubator. 

Mr. and Mrs. James G. Barclay of 
Moline, Illinois, felt sorry for the lit- 
tle waif, and decided to give it a home. 
They wished to adopt it. But the adop- 
tfon laws of Missouri required that one 
parent, if living, must sign the adop- 
tion papers, to make them legal. 

Edith Stanley, the actress-mother, 
was believed to be alive, but could not 
be located. Then a clever scheme was 
hit upon to get around the law. Why 
not pretend that it was the Bleakley 
baby which had lived, and have its 
mother sign the papers? This would 
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satisfy the provisions of the law, and 
everyone would be satisfied. 

So a lawyer went to Lawrence, to 
which Mrs. Bleakley had returned, and 
told her of the matter. Still grieving 
over the supposed death of her own 
little daughter, she was glad to be of 
assistance. She signed the necessary 
papers and, in doing so, signed away 
all rights to the child, as its mother. 


The baby lived with Mr. and Mrs. 
Barclay happily ifher new home for 
eight months. Then a nurse in the 
St. Louis hospital declared a mistake 
had been made. She said that it was 
the baby of the actress which had died. 
A rigid investigation was made. The 
hospital officials became convinced 
that her story was true, and Mrs. 
Bleakley was notified. 

She at once left for Illinois to claim 
the child. Her demand was refused. 
She began suit in the Illinols courts. 


Mrs. Bleakley maintained that the 
adoption papers she had signed had 
been obtained through fraud. But the 
Other claimants argued that no fraud 
existed, at the time, as all parties then 
were acting in good faith. The Circuit 
Court held that the adoption was in- 
valid, and ordered the baby turned 
over to Mrs. Bleakley. The order was 
obeyed. 


HE Barclays appealed the de- 
Cision of the Illinois Circuit 
Court to the Illinois Court of 
Appeals and, pending its decision, came 
to Kansas and. started suit for the 
baby’s possession in the Douglas 
County (Kansas) District Court. The 
adoption was declared valid by the 
Douglas County Court, with the ruling 
that the baby be returned to the Bar- 
clays. Mrs. Bleakley retained the 
child and appealed to the Kansas Su- 
preme Court. But the Kansas appel- 
late body refused to take action, on 
the ground that the matter already 
had been decided in Illinois. 

That left the situation greatly con- 
fused. The [llinois court had declared 
the adoption invalid and given posses- 
sion to Mrs. Bleakley, while the Kan- 
sas District Court held the adoption 
was valid and ordered the baby turned 
over to the Barclays. Then the Illinois 
Court of Appeals reversed the decision 
of the Circuit Court and also ruled the 
adoption valid. The courts of both 
states were in accord. Mrs. Bleakley 
had to give up possession of the dis- 
puted child. 

The Douglas County Court now or- 
dered her to give the baby to the Bar- 
Clays at once. She asked the court 
for permission to take the little girl 
home and dress her so she would be 
ready for the trip to Illinois. This per- 
mission was granted. Mr. and Mra. 
Barclay expectantly awaited the re- 
turn of the infant. The whole court 
waited. An hour passed. Two hours. 
Three. But Mrs. Bleakley never came 
back. Later it was learned that with 
the aid of students in a_ fraternity

Search wags 
started. But

their papers, claimed legal custody of 
the child and took it from Mrs. Bleak- 
levy. Citizens of the town gathered in 
the latter’s defense. They halted the 
Barclays and refused to let them leave 
with the child. 


foster parents agreed to turn the 

child over to four men, to be held 
by them until the next day, until a 
Judge could legally give possession to 
the Illinois claimants. 

But the next day the baby could not 
be located. Mrs. Bieakley was gone, 
too. Neither of the four men could 
shed any light on the situation. They 
did not know what: had become of the 
child, and disclaimed any knowledge of 
its disappearance. Private detectives 
again were put on thetrail. The Bar- 
clays again brought suit for its posses- 
sion, this time in the United States 
District Court. But Federal Judge 
John C. Pollock ruled that the Gov- 
ernment had no jurisdiction, and, any- 
way, nobody knew where little Marian 
was. 

The Barclays, balked at every turn, 
now ceased for a time their efforts. 
Lulled into a false sense of security, 
Mrs. Bleakley moved to Topeka and 
lived openly with the child. Then a long 
series of attempted kidnapings began. 
Strangers would appear in the neigh- 
borhood of her home and try to lure 
the baby away. 

On one occasion a man came to the 
house when Mrs. Bleakley was gone, 
stated he was the baby’s father and 
attempted to take it. On another oc- 
casion a man claiming to be a detec- 
tive came after it, but did not ob- 
tain it. These attempts became so nu- 
merous that every evening Mrs. Bleak- 
ley rocked little Marian to sleep with a 
gun in one hand. A special steel cage 
was made, and each night the child 
was locked in this, to prevent her be- 
ing kidnaped.

Going further, Bigland sponsored 
the circulation of a pamphlet en- 
titled, “A Record of Horatio Bot- 
tomley’s good deeds and achieve- 
ments on behalf of ex-service men, 
wounded soldiers, sailors, cripples, 
widows and orphans since his elec- 
tion as a member of Parliament.’’ 
It contained a few blank pages only.

‘Downfall of Horatio Bottom- 
ley, Bottomley the Crook!” the hawk- 
ers called. 

Shortly afterward Bottomley brought 
suit for libel against his former asso- 
ciate. The case was farcical. At the 
crucial point, on a technical plea for 
a delay, Bottomley’s attorney argued 
that his evidence was not yet ready. 
The suit was thrown out of court. 


cutor issued a summons, charg- 

ing Bottomley with converting to 
his . own use $25,000, part of 
the property of .one Victory Bond 
Club. At the trial that followed, the 
elaborate structure that he had 
erected came toppling down. It was 
charged that he had dictated who 
was to win the lottery prizes. Severa) 
hundred thousand dollars of the money 
that had gone into the bond clubs 
could not be accounted for. And Bot- 
tomley was given a seven-year’ sen- 
tence, persisting in his plea of inno- 
cence, claiming that he was a martyr 
at the hands of his persecutors. 

“T have been made the victim of 
an appalling error of justice,’’ Bottom- 
ley said in a letter which was read 
before Parliament. But despite his 
protestations his fellow members voted 
to oust him. 

A remarkable scene occurréd outside 
the court after sentence had been pro- 
nounced. A crowd surrounded the Old 
Bailey, and surged after the van which 
was conveying Bottomley to prison. 
They were all curiously silent, many 
held their hats in their hands. Strung 
police measures were required to quell 
the demonstration. 

Now he is back. And apparently his 
popularity has not waned greatly. In 
the days immediately following his re- 
turn numerous motor cars passed 
slowly by the gates of his estate, hop- 
ing to catch a glimpse of him, and 
crowds loitered at the entrance hopin: 
to see him come or go. 

He is a little sad and pensive, his 
friends say. Otherwise prison seems 
generally to have benefited him. It fs 
reported that he Is financially defunct 
but there are no evidences of this.

SAN FRANCISCO. 
HE legend of 
m y sterious 
and uncharted 
wind currents 
in the Pacific, 
that reach out 
to pull ships 
down to impenetrable ob- 
livion, has been revived 
again. With the disap- 
pearance of six aviators 
and one woman in the 
Dole airplane race and its 
aftermath, ancient super- 
stitions of the evil forces 
that have blotted out 
many a craft are again on 
the lips of seamen and 
navigators. Some scoff. Others be 
lieve, but they are reticent about their 
beliefs. They hint at Winds almost 
supernatural in the swiftness and 
mysteriousness of their destruction. 
And they cite case after case of ships 
that went down to the sea and never 
were heard of 
again. 

Navigation ex- 
perts go only s0 
far as to say that 
the trade winds of 
the Pacific are 
much less regular 
in their limits 
than those of the 
Atlantic, and this 
irregularity 
extends over a 
much wider area 
in the casé of the 
southeast trade 
wind than in the 
case of the north- 
east. The great- 
er number of is- 
lands which, especially in the hot sea- 
son, disturb the uniformity of atmos- 
pheric pressure by local condensations 
is given as the reason. 

From earliest times there have been 
superstitions about the Pacific. It 
seemed to the first explorers and navi- 
gators that in that vast expanse of wa- 
ter almost anything was possible. And 
it is a fact that almost everything is 
possible, from sudden typhoons to 
seemingly interminable calms. ‘‘Mon- 
sters dwell in the Pacific Ocean,’ 
Vizcaino wrote 335 years ago. 


O the long, long list of ships ‘‘re- 
ported missing’’——the most 
tragic entry in Lloyd's Register 
——-must be added two of the airplanes 
that participated in the Dole flight 
and the one rescue plane, Dallas Spir- 
it. And to the human toll must be 
added the names of the six young avi- 
ators—-Gordon Scott, Jack Frost, J. A. 
(‘Augie’) Pedlar, Lieutenant V. R. 
Knope, Captain William Erwin and 
Alvin H. Eichwaldt—and.the one wom- 
an, Miss Mildred Doran. 

Two victors over the inscrutable 
Pacific, Ernie Smith and Martin Jen- 
sen, participants in the Dole flight, 
recently gave encouragement to those 
who have always had faith in the 
ancient legends. 

“Somewhere out there are malev- 
olent wind currents that twist a speed- 
ing plane,’’ the two flyers said the 
other day. 

They were discussing the fate of 
Captain (‘‘Lone Star Bill’’) Erwin and 
Alvin Eichwaldt, flying in the mono- 
plane, Dallas Spirit, to the rescue of 
the planes Miss Doran and Golden 
Eagle. Erwin and Eichwaldt fell 
while radio men on land heard the 
final sputter of their chopped - off 
S O 8. 

Tale upon tale the seamen are re- 
counting of tragedies that have no ex- 
planation. The official records carry 
simply the word, ‘‘missing.”’

During the war the naval tug Ba- 
hada sailed out from San Francisco 
Bay. The story was smothered by cen- 
sorship at the time, but the Bahada 
and her crew are still missing. 

Since the close of the World War, 
25 ships have sunk on the Pacific coast 
of North America, with a loss of 479 
lives. 

Every device then Known to navi- 
gation was in use to safeguard the 
Rio de Janeiro. She was no Spanish 
galleon to be lashed to bits by a myth- 
ical monster. She was-a big steam- 
ship. 

No one can tell what happened to 
that ill-fated ship. These, the bare 
facts, are all that ever came to light. 
They were told by the few survivors, 
members of the deck watch: 

On the morning of February 21, 
1901, the Rio de Janeiro, with the P. 
M.S. S. Company's house flag flutter- 
ing from her masthead, was anchored 
off the entrance to San Francisco Bay. 
Shortly after 4 a. m. she got under 
way to énter the harbor. 

She was expected at quarantine and 
at her slip. But when she steamed to- 
ward the harbor entrance, a midwinter 
murk cast a heavy screen over what 
was soon to be the theater of an ap- 
palling disaster. 


HE ship jogged along at a nine- 

knot gait on a northeast course. 

From where she had cast anchor 

it was only three and a half miles in- 
side the heads. 

Then, as now, a system of lights, 
horns and bells made the Golden Gate 
safe, as seagoing safety is reckoned, 
even in thickest weather. 

Yet that ship, the Rio de Janeiro, 
was never seen again. Her disappear- 
ance was complete. During the inter- 
vening 26 years not so much as a 
splinter of her wreckage has been re- 
covered. And this despite the fact 
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Compass deviation was not a matter of 
concern if a ship was traveling by 
land points and soundings.

Even the galley cat was 
missing. 

There was a napkin found in a com- 
panionway, where a diner might have 
dropped it in going on deck. That 
was all. 

So Captain Harding put a watch in 
charge of the Helen of Troy and con- 
voyed her back to San _ Francisco. 
There, after much effort; a ‘Barbary 
Coast’ crew were cajoled aboard the 
jinx ship. Had they known what was in 
store, no power could have compelled 
them to set foot on those doomed 
Planks. Because the sequence to the 
disappearance of the first crew was 
more baffling still. 

After much delay, 16 men sailed out 
of the Golden Gate on the next and 
last voyage of the Helen of Troy. 
From the time she slipped over the 
horizon rim, she was never seen again. 
Her fate is as great a mystery today 
as it was 56 years ago.

This is what happened, Govern- 
ment inspectors disclosed: The 
bullet from Captain Hansen’s auto- 
matic pistol had ricocheted from a 
One-inch round rail, following a 
crazy course that it would be al- 
most impossible to duplicate again. 

The height of the gun when 
fired was four feet and eight 
inches. The rail was three feet

and eight inches high. Olaf's tem- 
ple at the time he was shot, as he 
bent down to his task, was four 
feet and eight inches from the 
deck, inspectors estimated. 

A direct tangent from the point 
of the gun to the rail to the man's 
temple carried the bullet over this 
course, a distance of 36 feet from 
the point of the gun to the rail, de 
creasing in altitude exactly one 
foot. Glancing from the rail the 
bullet took an angular passage of 
55 feet, increasing in altitude one 
foot, passing through an opening 
In the cabin walls eight inches 
square, between two winch pul- 
leys, just back of which Olaf was 
working, and found its mark. 


NOTHER _ sailor working

crumple. He was buried at

few knew him well. It was said 
that he had done several “‘hitches’’ 
in the United States Navy. 


“Olaf was a man of iron and 
steel,’’ the Captain said. ‘‘He was 
closer to my heart than any mem- 
ber of my crew.”’
